Collins’ body, Geralds asserted, and the 
victim, apparently surrendering, told 
his friend to “go home and go to 

Homer Collins wanted to go to his 
brother, but was dissuaded by his aged 
father, Lee Collins, and members of 
the rescue squad. 

What was to be done next had not 
been decided. Engineers went imme- 
diately into the,cavern to consider the 
possibility of timbering the passage- 
way. .There was some talk of again 
undertaking to drill a new hole, but 
that was all. 

Kin Give Up Hope. 

All hope on the part of Colling’ kins- 
men vanished when they learned what 
had happened. Homer Collins, a 
brother, started to go in immediately 
but was dissuaded by his aged father, 
Lee Collins, and members of the res- 
cue party. 

Small rock has buried part of Coi- 
lins’ body, Geralds said. He added that 
rock continually fell on him and the 
five men with him and said Collins 
shouted to him, telling him te “go 
home and go to bed.” 

Enters Cave Twice. 

Just before the latest cave-in rescue 
workers had suceeeded in penetrating 
the debris from the earlier cave-in 
wpich yesterday blocked passage to 
where Floyd Collins has been trapped 
for almost six days, Geralds said 
when he emerged from the cavern at 
10 o'clock last night. 

Geralds rested at the mouth of the 
cave before attempting to take food 
to Collins. Collins had been without 
nourishment for almost twenty hours 
at that time. 

Geralds went into the cave again 
shortly before 11 o'clock. Five men 
accompanied him. They had intended 
to use cold chisels, if other means 
failed.

Off on Final Leg.

A 
bit of oil had flown back and coated 
my goggles, so I took them off and 
rubbed them while ‘Les’ maneuvered 
ihe ship for a while. When I looked 
up again the cloud had taken the form 
of a cone, a cone of shining white.

CHICAGO IS REALLY IN 
. ILLINOIS. 


The judiciary committee of the Illinois house of 
representatives has the Schnackenberg resolution 
for reapportionment. It failed in the previous leg- 
islature. The pregent districts of the state which 
elect state senators and representatives are as they 
were made after the census of 1900. Since then 
there either has been no attempt at redistricting or 
the attempts have, failed. 

The provision of the state constitution for redis- 
tricting is mandatory. It must be done after every 
federal census. The legislators swear to uphold 
the constitution, but this command has been 
ignored or disobeyed, and no way has been found of 
compelling or persuading obedience. The constitu- 
tion makes it mandatory, because that is the way 
of giving representative government and making it 
equitable to all citizens. : 
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At present, because of the disregard of this man- 
date, Cook county is deprived of five state senators 
and fifteen representatives and other parts of IIli- 
nois have five senators and fifteen representatives 
to whom they are not entitled. Cook county loses 
twenty seats in the legislature and other parts of 
the state gain that many. The rnetropolitan area 
of the state has its representation restricted and 
the other parts have overrepresentation by viola- 
tion .of the constitution. 


Downstate Illinois endeavors to justify this nulli- 
‘fication of the state constitution by saying that 
Chicago is too big and, united in a bloc, too dan- 
gerous to the political balance and security of the 
state. Therefore, it should be restricted so that, 
with its growing population, it never can dominate 
the legislature. New York is restricted. 

This theory rests upon the assumption that Chi- 
cago is or can be politically united. That is not 
true. It is so improbable that we may say it never 
could be true. Chicago falls apart in as many 
directions as any other part of the state. Polit- 
ically it is divided into as many parties as the state 
knows. It has more social and racial variations 
than the other sections know. It is not at all 

. homogeneous. It contains the greatest variety of 
habit, opinion, conviction, and belief. The people 
do not all march in one direction, but in many. 
Any question affecting Chicago brings contesting 
delegations to Springfield. 

Downstate drys think Chicago is wet. That line 
divides people everywhere in the state, There may 
be more wets here than drys and more drys down- 
state than wets. We assume so, but we do not 
know. But the wets are not all up here and the 

“drys are not all down there. There are a lot of 
drys here, whatever their proportion of the total 
population may be. 

lf you say politica] dominance of the rural section 
by the urban would be bad, we agree. It would be 
just as bad as dominance of the urban by the rural, 
and the latter is more nearly a fact than the former 
is a possibility.. This political issue is not real, It 
is faked. It is faked by the downstate politicians 
who know better but who do not want equitable 
and constitutional representation to prevail because 
it might be personally inconvenient to them. It 
would be good for the state but it probably 
would cost some individual politicians their jobs. 
That is their issue, and they are trying to make the | 
people of the smaller cities and towns and of the 
rural districts see a danger where none exists.

The problem always is to find 
the point where military efficiency ceases to be the 
main issue, and the preservation of bureaucratic 
routine and organization takes its place. At that 
point, and at that only, the bitter protests against 
Gen. Mitchell and air propaganda should be 
squelched. 

The air above Washingcon is pretty choppy 
these days. The pro-air people want a department 
of their own as in England. The army and navy 
people want an army air service and a navy air 
service subordinated respectively to the two older 
arms. The latter say unity of command will be 
destroyed by creating a new department. They 
say that the function of air service is scouting 
for the other services and dropping bombs for 
them, and as such should be treated as a part of 
their organizations. The air people claim that ini- 
tiative and development in air warfare is above all 
necessary, and that this cannot be accomplished 
éxcept by its own unity of command.

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EYES—GOOD AND BAD. 
HE Indian is supposed to be able 
to see much tetter than the white 
man can. Originally, this was 
thought to be due to his having a 
better eye. However, if Hudson is cor- 
rect, the better vision of the Indian 
is due to his superior interpretation of 
what he sees rather than to his superior 
vision. 

In spite of the Hudson view there is 
considerable proof that vision can be 
improved by proper use just as it can 
be made worse by improper use. The 
eye at birth is a very 'mperfect organ. 
In fact, there are those who say that 
new born babies are blind, just as others 
say that young kittens and young pup- 
pies are blind. 


= 

In man, the development of the eye is 
not complete until age 20. The deepen- 
ing of the vitreous chamber—the dark 
room behind the lens—is not complete 
until that period in life, Nevertheless, 
children of schooi age have fairly well 
developed and fairly capable eyes. Dr. 
S. D. Collins of the United States public 
health service reports on the eyes of 
nearly 12,000 school children of different 
ages and living in severa’ parts of the 
United States. 

He finds that the percentage of chi!- 
dren with good vision increases with age. 
The use of the eyes in the schoolroom 
seems to improve the vision. This ap- 
plies especially to children with good 
vision and those with superior vision. 
The tendency seems to be for the vision 
of children with poor sight to grow 
worse as the years of school life pass. 

Of the about 12,000 children 6 to 19 
years of age, 63 per cent, or nearly two- 
thirds, were found to have norma! vision, 
or vision that was above the standard 
set as normal; 27 per cent, or more than 
one-quarter, had moderately defective 
vision. The percentage having poor 
vision was ten. On the average the boys 
had better vision than the girls. Tha 
vision of the children with poor sight 
got worse as the children went through 
school. 

ae 

The two eyes were freq:iently not uni- 
form—a child with good vision in one 
eye would be found to have poor vision 
in the other. Of. those wiih good vision 
in the right eye, 91 per cent had good 
vision in the left eye also. The propor- 
tions of the poor visioned right eyes was 
about equal to that of the poor visioned 
left eyes, 

There is a theory that right handed 
people are right eyed and vice versa. Dr.

Collins fgund no proof of this. In his 
observations the left eye averaged about 
as high as the right. 

The use of bad sight eyes made them 
worse. It was found that 89 per cent 
of the children with poor vision were 
not wearing glasses. The glasses worn 
did not always fit either as to lenses in 
them or as to the set of the frames on 
the nose. Possibly had all those with 


poor vision worn good glasses and studied * 


by good lights their sigh. might have 
improved as the years passed, just as 
did that of their more fortunate school- 


mates.

E. E. writes: In a recent issue “ Mrs. 
R. E. H.” wrote regarding her baby’s 
infected eye. Several years ago we had 
a similar experience with our daughter 
and we used solutions of argyrol and 
other medicines upon advice of friends, 
but to no avail. At last, in desperation, 
we took the child to our family physi- 
clan, who called in a specialist. It was 
found that the tear duct was closed, 
which did not permit the eye to drain 
properly into the nose. A slight opera- 
tion was performed and within forty- 
eight hours the eye was almost normal. 
Since then we have had no trouble. 

Mrs. C. H. S. writes: *“‘ Mrs. R. E. H.” 
wrote about eye trouble in her baby. 
Let me tell of a similar experience in 
connection with our baby’s eyes. She 
was troubled: - with a watery eye and it 
always had pus in the corner. I took 
her to a doctor, who used argyrol and 
neosilvol. But neither of these cured 
her. My doctor finally sald he had done 
all he could for her and advised me to 
take the baby to an eye specialist. This 
I did, and he said it was the tear duct 
that was blocked, or closed. A very 
Simple operation was performed right 
away, and that ended the trouble.

AMERICA LEADS, OTHERS FOLLOW.
